They asserted that if the oil 
is not saved the United States navy 
will be crippled and some railroads, 
mostly in Texas, will be rendered 
idle. . 
The consumption 
of 
oil in this 
country is expected to reach 400,000,- 
OOO barrels this year, which is 48,- 
000,000 more than will be produced 
in this country* The demand for oil 
is increasing every year over the 
am ount produced 
in 
the 
United 
S tite s and it is said only Mexico can 
supply this demand. 
Heavy Exports of Wells 
The American wells in Mexico dur­ 
ing 1918 exported 40,000,000 barrels 
in the United States and up to the 
end of October they had exported 
during the year 60,OOO,(11)0 barrels to 
this country, it was said today by 
representatives of the companies. 
The present action of the Mexican 
^government involves 
one 
million 
larres of reserve oil land bought and 
G assed by American companies, it 
was said. 
If drilling of new wells 
is perm anently prohibited by Car­ 
ranza, tim production in a year will 
be cut fifty per cent and will be rap­ 
idly decreased until all the present 
wells are exhausted, the represents 
tives of the oil companies assert. 
The shipping board is understood 
to need between 40,000,000 and 60, 
000,000 barrels for the year begin 
ning April next. 
The Mexican oil 
fields have been relied upon to sup­ 
ply about 80 per cent of this. 
The navy relies on the Mexican 
field for about 20 per cent of its 
fuel oil, it was said, while th? rail­ 
roads that run on oil need 12,000,000 
barrels from Mexico. 


Bonillas Says Attempts

WASHINGTON, Dec. 12—Mexican 
Ambassador Bonillas declared today 
in an interview thy* attem pts were 
being made lo create an artificial 
crisis over the Tampico oil situation. 
He asserted th at the feeling aris­ 
ing from reports of Carranza sol­ 
diers stopping Americans from drill­

Inflame Americans against Mexico. 
“The Jenkins episode is closed as 
far as a crisis Is concerned” Bonillas 
declared.

This wdgld 
mean, it is declared, a tremendous 
increase in sugar prices. 
Senator McNary, author of the bill, 
said he hopes to get action in the 
house on the measure under a spe­ 
cial rule early next week. 
Before the bill passed, the amend­ 
ment abolishing the zone system of 
distribution was adopted.

United States Attorney 
lias Plans For Southland 


LOS ANGELES, Dec. 12.—United 
States Attorney O’Connor today an­

Railroad Commission announced in

Southern California and much out­ 
lying territory, alf-served from the 
five main natural-gas-producing fields 
in Kern, Los Angeles and Orange 
counties. 
Control of Situation 
“The order, made for the purpose 
of controlling the situation pending 
a complete investigation, followed a 
report filed by the commission's en­ 
gineers, and was ordered, ft was an­ 
nounced, because of complaints re­ 
garding discontinuance of gas ser­ 
vice, a serious shortage of gas, and 
evidence that during the winter con­ 
ditions will b etim e even more seri­ 
ous. 
“The present standard of gas shall 
be maintained, the order provided, 
and the gas m ust be distributed to 
insure a continuous supply, and the 
general principle that 
commercial* 
and domestic service should 
have 
priority over industrial use should 
prevail. 
« 
“The commission did not decide 
the point raised that oil companies 
producing the gas should be consid­ 
ered as public utilities, holding that 
the evidence gathered by the prelim­ 
inary investigation does not justify 
Buch action at this time. 
Must Appear Monday 
“It directs th at they appear at the 
hearing to be held In Los Angeles 
next Monday a s s a r t of the commis­ 
sion’s investigation and s q o w cause 
why they should not be considered 
in the same light as a utility.

this point the commission says: 
“The facts now in possession of 
the commission render it difficult to 
determine w hether such oil compan­ 
ies are public utilities with respect 
to all their natural gas, or with re­ 
spect to such part thereof as is sold 
to gas utilities for resale or con­ 
sumption.

Grubb Sees Aeroplane Used 
m 
to Scare Ducks Away 
From Crops 


Clarence H. Meacham, Pion­ 
eer of Santa Ana, 
Passes Away 


Expressing surprise at the won­ 
derful development of the rice indus­ 
try in the Sacram ento valley, Mr. 
and Mrs. W. L. Grubb are home from 
a five w eeks’ trip that took them as 
far north as Red Bluff and Corning, 
in which city they lived about fifteen 
years ago. 
“The biggest change 
that 
has 
taken place in that part of the state 
since we lived there,” said Grubb, 
“is in the development of the rice 
fields. 
Of course. I had read much 
about these rice fields, but I was not 
prepared to see the development as 
extensive aa it is. 
Land that was 
selling for from $3 to $5 an acre fif­ 
teen years ago is 
now 
producing 
crops of rice yearly worth from $200 
to $300 an acre. 
A man who used to 
work for me back in Colorado has 
cleaned up $250,000 in the last three 
or four years in the development of 
rice fields. 
“Most of the rice lands are owned 
by big companies and are rented out 
for cash rent at from $25 to $50 an 
acre. 
“I believe the Sacram ento valley 
is on the verge of a great develop­ 
ment. 
I saw the place where they 
are going to build the big m asonry 
dam for what Is known as the Iron 
Canyon project, the construction of 
one of the biggest reservoirs in the 
world. 
T hat reservoir will furnish 
irrigation w ater for the west aide of 
the river as far down as Woodland 
eighty miles away, and a lot for the 
east side. 
• 
Geese Are Decreasing 
“It doesn’t look to me as though 
there, is any danger of exterm inat­ 
ing wild ducks. 
They are Just as 
plentiful up there as they were fif­ 
teen years ago. 
Geese are gradually 
decreasing In numbers. 
I don t be­ 
lieve there is over forty per cent of 
the num bers of geese there now that 
there w ere fifteen years ago. 
“ Ducks breed in the tules by mil­ 
lions. 
They fly out on the rice fields 
to feed at night, and farm ers go out 
at night and hunt to protect their 
crops. 
Ducks settle down as thick 
as they can settle, and as they rise 
the hunters fire into them and kill 
them by the dozens and scores. Six 
men went out one night while I was 
there and emptied their guns into 
the rising flock and killed 226 ducks. 
Of course, th at is illegal hunting ex­ 
cepting for the protection of crops. 
The law prohibits hunting at night. 
“Yes, I did some hunting. 
I got 
all the ducks I wanted, and killed 
about 
a 
dozen speckled-breasted 
geese. 
H onkers were scarce. 
I got 
some 
mallards and 
canvasback 
ducks. 
About three-fourths of the 
ducks are pintails. 
With all the 
great quantity of ducks, the legal 
h unter not on the clubs has a hard 
time getting the limit, as returning 
to the tules the ducks fly high. They 
go to the rice fields after dark. 
“Ducks were such a m enace to 
the rice fields around Princeton that 
the farm ers chipped in and 
hired 
three 
aeroplanes to 
scare 
away 
ducks. 
The aero planes did good 
work, too, and when we were there 
the farm ers who had contributed to

WHEELS FROM LINCOLN 
PARADE WAGON FOUND 


MONETT. Mo., Dec. 12.—Lincoln 
axes and other relics of the Civil 
W ar period president are being un­ 
earthed in various parts of the coun­ 
try, but it remained for Don Arnold, 
who lives five miles north of Monett, 
to bring one of the most unusual of 
the many Lincoln relics.

which were used in President Lin- 
coln’t first inaugural parade.

nold's father owned the wagon to 
which the wheels belonged and drove 
it in the parade. 
The

was

early day politic celebrators knew 
a thing or two about fixing up for a 
big presidential affair. 
The wagon was

for many 
years by Arnold’s father and then 
fell into disuse.

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Corporations to Doctor the 
Books When Examination 
Law Is Effective 


By CARL O. GROAT 
B ER U N , Dec. 12—Germany’s cap­ 
italists 
are 
already 
laying their 
plans to thw art the workmen when 
the w orkers’ council law giving la­ 
bor a voice in industrial manage­ 
m ent becomes effective. 
As drafted, the law gives workers 
a right to examine the corporation 
books a t the end of each year. Pre­ 
sum ably such a right would immeui- 
ately lead to demands for greater 
participation in the company’s prof­ 
its w hen these were high. 
But the big corporations uo not 
propose to have their balances ap­ 
pear big at the end of the year. 
Instead, they will show the work­ 
men eith er “doctored” balances 
or 
will form sort of holding companies 
whose business it will be to take 
the p aren t corporations products at 
a comparatively low price and 
to 
then resell them at a normal rate. 
On the books of the first corpora­ 
tion—the books which the workmen 
of the councils will see—the com­ 
pany will appear to have made a 
sm aller profit than it did in reality. 
T hat such plans are afoot 
was 
quite openly admitted by one of the 
nation's 
prominent industrial lead­ 
ers, and this 
statem ent 
was 
con­ 
firmed 
by other 
men 
in 
touch 
with 
industrial and legislative af­ 
fairs. In fact, when steps were un­ 
der way to get the Democrats to ap­ 
prove the book-examination portion 
of 
th e law, interested 
legislators 
m erely told their 
Democratic 
col­ 
leagues th at they “needn’t worry; 
the w orkers wouldn’t be able to 
make a case out of any big corpora­ 
tion books.” 
P art of this planned deception is 
for the benefit of foreign countries. 
Of course, in the first instance it is 
based o£. the desire of the big in­ 
dustrials not to share their profits 
extensively with the laborers. 
But 
in the second place—and this Is by 
no 
m eans 
a minor 
consideration 
with the German industrial captain 
—the 
prom oter wants 
to impress 
A m erica and other nations with the 
Mm th a t this new system of labor’s 
participation in m anagement of in­ 
dustry 
doesn't mean 
complete so­ 
cialization. 
Americans > who 
have 
viewed the German industrial situa­ 
tion and pondered particularly over 
the law have gained the impression 
th at Germany w’as fast heading to 
the point where the worker would 
have practically all the “say” and— 
all the profits. 
T he 
majority 
socialists — and 
among 
them men 
identified with 
German 
labor 
unions—believe 
in 
slow- socialization. And 
the indus­ 
trial captains are seeing to it that— 
law or no law—they shall not have 
their grip on things entirely wrest­ 
ed from their hands.

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Means of Identifying Land 
In Belgium Are All 
Shot Away

YBRES. Belgium. Dec. 12.—Thous­ 
ands of Belgian families never will 
find their former homes In No Man's 
Land. 
All means 
of 
identifying them 
have been shot away. 
They will find homes, of course, 
somewhere in that desert waste, per­ 
haps on what used to he somebody 
else’s home. 
But the exact location 
of their own sacred bit of ground 
may forever remain a mystery. 
Nearly five years 
of 
ceaseless 
bombardment 
has 
obliterated the 
landmarks upon which the. pre-war 
land surveys were based. 
The old 
boundaries which distinguished one 
farm from another 
have 
literally 
been pounded into 
the 
earth—too 
deep for resurrection. 
New surveys will come in time, 
probably more scientific than the old 
and everyone who once owned part 
of the great battlefield will receive 
something, equal in size and as near 
as possible to 
where 
his 
former 
home is thought to have been. 
But in another sense, this can nev­ 
er compensate. 
Nor can the old 
peace of mind ever return fully to 
folk so attached to their own little 
piece of earth, that 
nothing 
less 
than certain death—and sometimes 
not even this— could induce them to 
desert it. 
This is one phase of tom orrows 
human story in that vast, cratery 
desolation which reaches 
here 
be- 
yond the eyerange in every direc­ 
tion—once one 
of 
Belgium’s most 
beautiful farming districts. 
Homeseekers Go Back 
As yet, very 
few 
home-seekers 
have returned 
Off these, some took

ness, be it said that a few men con­
